OSHKOSH, January 17th, 1856. 


JUeltri Editors : 


I am happy to write you a few lines, to in- 


form you of my success in the business I have 
undertaken. My trip through tho State, up to 
this point, has been one of inuch interest; the 
acquaintances formed, the friendliness of the 
people, together with their enthusiasm for 
liberty is marked, and they listen to my story, 
with ns much interest as though it was the 
first time it ever was told. But I have arrived 
at last, to the jumping ofi" place. Here, old 
settlors of the place tried their best to find a 
place for mo to speak in, but none eave a small 
school-bouse could bo found. 
I went to his 


excellency, the Mayor, being one of the trus- 
tees of the Congregational Church, to obtain 
it, but the subject was not closely enough con- 
nected with the sanctity of tho house, (uot of 
religion,) to come within Us door. 
So ho 


wanted to colonize myso!f,ancl those who might 
come to hear me, to a court room, as he called 
it, across tho marsh, on tho edge of it. But I 
concluded I would rather lecture in town,than 
go out in the suburbs of tho city. So I spoke 
in Mr. Raymond's school-house, to as mnny as 
it would comfortably contain. 


However, after much trouble nnd the loss of 


But no thanks 
to the churches or its officers. 
Christianity has 


many faces, out in that country, and twenty 
miles will change their logical views materially.

Well; this is Saturday afternoon, and the
